W ashington, Nov. 24.—The annual re­ 
port of Com m issioner of Indian Affairs 
Jones, advocates the education of the 
Indian In the rudim ents of the English 
language and th a t he be tau g h t th a t he 
m ust w ork or starv e. The com m ission­ 
er th in k s this policy In a generation 
or m ore will regenerate the race and I 
th at the Indian should be protected 
only to the extent th a t he m ay gain 
confidence in him self, leaving nature 
and civilized conditions to do the rest. 
There were 257 Indian schools in oper­ 
ation during the year. 91 being reserv a­ 
tion boarding schools, tw enty-six non- 
reservation and 140 day schools
